SCHLESWIG  HOLSTEIN  DOUBLE  CROWN 


The  Prussian  Province  of  Schleswig  Holstein  issued  a double  Crown 
struck  on  a heavy  broad  thick  planchet  in  1622.  The  reason  for  this 
special  coin  was  the  death  of  John  the  Younger  (1554-1622).  The  ob- 
verse of  this  unusual  coin  has  a skull  and  cross  bones,  while  the 
reverse  has  an  eight  line  inscription  in  a circle  with  another  inscrip- 
tion around  it.

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Tourism  and  Numismatics  in  Britain 

by  Peter  Kraneveld,  Draveil,  France 

Last  summer,  traveling  in  Britain,  I picked  up  a few  items  of  numismatic  interest  some 
of  which  may  baffle  future  collectors  if  not  properly  described  now.  Also,  they  might 
be  of  interest  to  you  for  their  own  sake. 

Portsmouth 

The  Mary  Rose  was  the  pride  of  Henry  VHTs  navy  and  the  king’s  favourite  ship.  She 
was  built  in  1509,  one  of  the  first  purpose-built  as  a warships.  In  1545  she  sailed  into 
action  against  the  French  off  Portsmouth  but  capsized  and  sank  before  she  could  en- 
gage, possibly  because  of  overloading.  Over  400  years  later  the  remains  were  raised: 
some  two  thirds  of  the  hull  and  over  18  000  artifacts.  They  are  among  the  most  spectac- 
ular attractions  of  the  south  coast  of  Britain. 

The  artifacts  include  hundreds  of  coins,  some  of  which  can  be  seen  in  the  Mary  Rose 
museum.  Two  gold  angels  are  pictured  on  a postcard  for  sale  in  the  museum  shop.  The 
card  notes  that  they  represent  one  day's  pay  for  an  admiral  or  five  weeks  pay  for  a 
mariner. 

Bath 

Everybody  knows  the  Roman  constructions  on  and  around  Britain’s  only  hot  spring  in 
what  is  now  Bath.  Less  known  is  that  some  12  000  coins  were  recovered  from  the  sa- 
cred spring.  The  Roman  heating  system  is  partly  responsible  for  this  treasure:  on  the 
floors  of  the  steam  rooms  low  pillars  carried  a second  floor.  Hot  bricks  between  the 
two  floors  kept  the  temperature  high.  A Roman  who  had  dropped  a coin  on  the  floor 
could  easily  see  it  disappear  in  the  cracks  in  of  the  upper  floor.  The  chances  of  finding  a 
hot  brick  must  have  been  much  larger  than  those  of  finding  the  lost  coin. 

Other  coins  were  sacrificed  at  the  surrounding  temples  or  in  the  sacred  spring.  Many  of 
these  are  not  more  than  copper  disks,  smoothed  by  the  flow  of  the  water.  Here  too,  the 
museum  contains  an  interesting  coin  exhibit  and  the  museum  shop  sells  a postcard  de- 
picting a large  stack  of  worn  Roman  coppers. 

Ironbridge 

Halfway  between  Wolverhampton  and  Shrewsbury  is  the  birthplace  of  the  Industrial 
Revolution  and  therefore,  of  the  modem  world.  It  brought  a few  years  of  great  enthusi- 
asm, development  and  wealth  to  the  area,  followed  by  many  decades  of  unemployment. 
Several  great  monuments  from  the  days  of  glory  can  be  visited.  The  best  are  in  the 
Ironbridge  Gorge  Museum,  a collection  of  attractions  ranging  from  the  iron  bridge  that 
gave  the  village  its  name  to  a Victorian  village,  complete  with  houses,  shops,  trains,  a 
mine  and  even  a steel  mill!  The  museum  is  populated  by  craftsmen,  factory  hands, 
shopkeepers  and  a newspaper  seller  (he  doesn’t  think  much  of  that  dirty  man  Oscar 
Wilde). 

Lloyds  Bank,  on  the  village’s  High  Street,  will  change  your  modem  money  for  good, 
old  fashioned  farthings,  halfpennies,  pennies  and  threepences.  For  collectors,  UNC 
sets  are  available.  Visitors  can  use  the  “coins”  to  buy  things  at  their  Victorian  price  in 
the  shops  and  streets  of  the  village. 
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Their  obverses  carry  the  logo  of  the  museum,  circled  by  ERONB RIDGE  GORGE  MUSEUM 
TOKEN.  The  reverses  of  the  three  coppers  are  faithful  copies  of  the  copper  coins  struck 
between  1895  and  1936.  The  threepence  imitates  the  silver  coins  of  the  same  value 
struck  from  1822  to  1926.  The  tokens  are  dated  1987  (other  dates  may  exist)  and  carry 
the  H mintmark.  Their  sizes  are  the  same  as  the  originals.  They  are  struck  in  a light 
weight  metal,  probably  coated  with  what  looks  like  bronze.  The  threepenny  bit  may  be 
coated  with  nickel.  The  edges  are  blank. 

The  museum  shop  sells  two  anonymous  brochures  on  British  18th  century  tokens. 
The  C oalbrookdale  token  describes  a piece  made  for  a local  company  featuring  two 
local  “tourist  attractions”:  the  iron  bridge  at  Coalbrookdale  and  the  inclined  plane  at 
Ketley.  The  latter  was  an  installation  to  drag  barges  up  some  20  meters,  so  that  they 
could  reach  a canal  dug  at  the  higher  level.  The  Token  Coinage  of  John  Wilkinson  de- 
scribes the  tokens  of  the  industrial  revolution’s  leading  “Captain  of  Industry”.  Some 
small  brochures  on  coins  are  also  available. 

York 

The  Vikings  called  it  Jorvik  and  even  in  their  times  it  was  an  important  place. 
Excavations  in  Coppergate  (a  name  gotten  from  the  Norse  words  for  Merchant  and 
Street ) have  enabled  archaeologists  to  reconstruct  daily  life  in  the  Viking  age.  The 
Jorvik  Viking  Centre  displays  the  result  of  their  work  with  a reconstruction  of  a Viking 
street,  complete  with  sounds  and  smells.  There  are  no  homed  helmets  or  grunting  sav- 
ages here,  but  hardworking  villagers,  living  like  most  of  their  contemporary  neigh- 
bours. 

Jorvik ’s  importance  is  underlined  by  the  fact  that  two  coin  dies  were  found  during  the 
excavations;  the  only  surviving  Viking  dies  in  the  world.  One  is  for  the  obverse  of  the 
“St.  Peter’s  penny”,  struck  between  910  and  920,  carrying  a sword,  a cross  and  . . . 
Thor’s  hammer!  The  other  shows  the  obverse  of  a short  cross  penny  in  the  name  of 
king  Aethelstan  (924-939).  The  text  around  the  cross  is  EDELSTAN  REX  TO  BRI. 
Visitors  of  the  centre  can  hammer  a piece  with  a copy  of  both  obverses  in  tin. 

The  museum  shop  sells  uniface  (except  for  factory  markings)  tin  imitations  of  local  is- 
sues in  the  name  of  Guthfrithsson  (939-941)  and  Sihtric  (921-927). 

Nearby  is  the  Archaeological  Resource  Centre,  where  visitors  can  try  their  hand  at  sort- 
ing archaeological  finds  and  identifying  pieces  of  pottery.  They  can  weave  on  a recon- 
structed Viking  loom  or  go  through  a computerized  data  base  of  archaeological  finds. 

The  souvenir  shop  sells  two  sets  of  imitation  Roman  coins:  a denarius  of  Julius  Caesar, 
an  As  of  Claudius,  an  Aureus  of  Domitianus,  a Dupondius  of  Nero,  another  one  of 
Hadrianus,  a Denarius  of  Septimius  Severus,  an  As  of  Antoninus  Pius  and  an 
Antoninianus  of  Carausius  (usurper  in  Britain,  AD  286-293).  All  are  made  in  a light 
metal  and  coloured  appropriately.  They  are  stamped  with  the  incuse  letters  WRL 
(Westair  Reproductions  Ltd.,  the  manufacturer).  These  pieces  may  be  sold  elsewhere 
too. 

All  the  above  imitations  are  educational  and  in  good  taste.  Yet,  they  should  not  fool  any 
collector  and  are  clearly  not  meant  to  do  so.  They  may  encourage  some  people  to  collect 
real  coins  and  therefore,  they  contribute  to  the  well-being  of  the  hobby.

COIN  THOUGHTS  - IV  - David  G.  Briggs , NI  #1444 

No  writer  has  the  talent  to  tell  us  of  the  wars  and  alliances,  the 
plagues  and  triumphs,  the  heroes  and  martyrs,  the  fables  and  beliefs 
of  our  past  with  the  contemporary  realism  of  coins. 
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THE  MAN  WHO  WOULD  NEVER  BE  KING

To  most  of  the  world  and  to  most  of  the  people  of  Spain,  the  reign  of 
Spain's  current  king,  Juan  Carlos  I,  began  on  November  22,  1975,  two 
days  following  the  death  of  Francisco  Franco.  But  to  Spain's  most  fer- 
vent monarchists  (not  to  be  confused  with  the  Carlists),  Juan  Carlos' 
reign  really  did  not  begin  until  May  14,  1977,  the  date  when  his  father, 
the  Conde  de  Barcelona,  renounced  his  rights  to  the  throne  in  favor  of 
his  39-year-old  son. 

To  these  monarchists,  the  Conde  de  Barcelona  had  been  the  legitimate 
ruler  of  Spain  since  1941,  when,  a month  before  his  death,  Alfonso 
XIII  renounced  his  rights  to  the  throne  in  his  son's  favor.  From  that 
time  the  Conde  was  known  to  his  supporters  as  Juan  III. 

The  use  of  the  title  of  Juan  III  of  Spain  follows  the  tradition  where 
the  kings  of  Spain  have  continued  the  numeration  of  the  kings  of  Cas- 
tille  and  Leon.  Alfonso  XII,  Juan  Ill's  grandfather,  was  the  next  Al- 
fonso after  Alfonso  XI  (1312-1350)  of  Castille  and  Leon.  Juan  I of 
Castille  and  Leon  had  ruled  from  1379  to  1390.  Juan  II  ruled  from 
1406  to  1454  and  he  was  the  father  of  Queen  Isabella  I of  united  Spain. 

Alfonso  XIII  of  Spain  had  been  deposed  on  April  14,  1931  and  the  Second 
Republic  was  established.  The  Second  Republic  collapsed  in  the  inferno 
of  the  Civil  War  and  Gen.  Franco  became  dictator  of  Spain,  a position 
he  held  (under  the  title  of  regent  from  1947)  until  his  death. 

In  the  meantime,  Alfonso  was  still  in  the  eyes  of  his  si  nee rest  follow- 
ers, in  his  exile  in  Rome,  the  legitimate  king  of  Spain.  On  July  11, 
1933,  Juan,  the  king's  third  son,  had  become  heir  to  the  Spanish  throne 
when  his  two  elder  brothers  renounced  their  rights;  Alfonso,  the  eldest, 
because  of  an  unsuitable  marriage,  and  Jaime  because  he  had  been  born  a 
deaf  mute. 

Juan  spent  most  of  the  Franco  period  in  exile  in  Estoril,  Portugal. 

He  did  meet  with  Gen.  Franco  on  a few  occasions,  once  in  1960  and  once 
in  1968.  But  Gen.  Franco  considered  Juan  too  liberal  in  his  views  and 
for  that  reason  he  chose  Juan's  eldest  son,  Juan  Carlos,  as  his  polit- 
ical heir.  During  the  latter  years  of  Franco's  rule,  Juan  Carlos  kept 
a low  profile  and  his  actions  gave  little  hope  to  those  who  yearned  for 
democracy  in  Spain.  But  following  Franco's  death,  Juan  Carlos  has  come 
forward  as  one  of  the  really  enlightened  monarchs  of  this  century.  He 
has  brought  democracy  to  his  country,  with  a minimum  of  disruption,  and 
he  has  brought  Spain  back  into  the  mainstream  of  the  twentieth  century. 
Though  a hero  of  peace,  not  war,  I don't  think  it  would  be  inappropriate 
to  compare  the  blossoming  of  Juan  Carlos  to  that  of  Shakespeare's 
Pri nee  Hal . 

In  recognition  of  the  earliest  period  of  his  son's  great  success,  on 
May,  14,  1977,  the  Conde  de  Barcelona,  Juan  III  of  Spain,  formally  re- 
nounced his  legal  rights  to  the  throne  in  favor  of  his  son,  thus  re- 
uniting the  legal  right  with  the  actual  rule. 

In  honor  of  this  occasion  a medal  was  issued.  This  medal  measure  50 
millimeters  and  is  struck  in  a gold-colored  bronze.  The  obverse  shows 
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the  head  of  King  Juan  Carlos  I facing  left.  The  inscription  reads  JVAN 
CARLOS  I REY  DE  ESPANA.  On  the  cut  of  the  neck  appears  the  signature 
of  the  artist  F.  CAlic6.  F.  Calicd  is  well  known  as  a partner  in  the 
largest  numismatic  firm  in  Barcelona,  X.  and  F.  Calicb.  The  reverse 
shows  the  head  of  Juan  III  facing  left.  Above  his  head  is  the  inscrip- 
tion JVAN  III  CONDE  DE  BARCELONA.  Under  his  head  is  the  date  14  MAYO 
1977  and  CESION  de  los  DERECHOS  INSTITVCIONALES,  or  "Cession  of  the 
Institutional  Rights."  Directly  under  the  bust  is  the  signatue  of  the 
artist  CALico  71,  showing  that  this  portrait  had  been  prepared  six  years 
before  the  issue  of  this  medal. 

The  great  interest  of  this  medal  stems  not  only  from  the  important  his- 
torical event  it  commemorates,  but  particularly  because  of  the  rare 
medal  lie  portrait  it  bears  of  Juan  III,  a missing  link  in  the  roster  of 
Spanish  monarchs.  Juan  III  has  shown  himself  through  the  years  to  be  a 
man  of  great  capability,  wisdom,  and  discretion.  His  gracious  accept- 
ance of  his  son's  rule  caps  his  quiet  achievements.  Wheter  he  should  be 
numbered  among  Spain's  kings  is  a point  that  could  be  debated  between 
most  of  humanity  and  the  most  orthodox  of  monarchists.  But,  to  most 
of  us,  he  remains  the  man  that  Fate  ruled  was  never  to  be  king  of  Spain.

2,  happiness,  peace,  long  life;  3,  prosperity  of  children;  4,  wealth 
and  nobility;  5,  noble  children  and  wise  grandchi 1 dren;  6,  gold  jewels 
in  the  house;  7,  prosperity  for  generations;  8,  everything  O.K.  every- 
day; 9,  peace,  wealth,  happiness;  and  10,  all  the  luck  you  want.

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A VOLCANO , A FAMINE,  AND  A TOKEN

In  1815  a volcano  erupted  in  Indonesia.  In  1816  a bread  token  was  is- 
sued in  a German  city.  Though  at  first  glance  unlikely,  there  is  a 
connection  between  these  two  events. 

After  a few  preliminary  rumblings  the  volcano  Tambora  on  the  island 
of  Sumbawa,  east  of  Java,  blew  its  top  during  some  gigantic  explosions 
between  April  5 and  12,  1815.  It  was  the  largest  volcanic  eruption  of 
historic  times.  The  mountain  was  reduced  from  a majestic  13,000  foot 
landmark  to  a ragged  9,350  feet  high  plateau  with  a three  mile  wide 
crater.  The  explosions  were  heard  a thousand  miles  away.  They,  and 
the  accompanying  heavy  ash  fall  and  mud  floods,  killed  at  a conserv- 
ative extimate  ten  thousand  people.  A further  eighty  or  ninety  thous- 
and died  from  diseases  and  starvation,  and  some  forty  or  fifty  thous- 
and people  had  to  resettle.  The  event  drew  relatively  little  attention 
at  the  time.  It  was  in  a somewhat  out  of  the  way  part  of  an  archi- 
pelago that  was  in  turmoil,  and  where  the  British  were  reluctantly 
preparing  to  hand  over  to  the  Dutch  their  old  colonies,  lost  during 
the  Napoleonic  wars. 

Of  the  extimated  twenty  to  fifty  cubic  miles  of  debris  that  was  hurled 
into  the  skies,  most  fell  back  quickly.  A large  amount  of  the  finest 
dust  was  carried  into  the  stratospher  where  it  stayed  in  part  possibly 
for  a few  years.  In  addition  there  may  have  been  a large  amount  of 
sulphur-dioxide  present  that  in  the  stratosphere  was  soon  transformed 
into  minute  droplets  of  sulphuric  acid.  All  this  air  pollution  made 
for  spectacular  sunrises  and  sunsets,  first  in  the  tropics,  soon  also 
in  the  northern  hemisphere.  People  quite  enjoyed  them,  not  realizing 
at  the  time  what  effect  all  these  particles  in  the  sky  would  have  on 
the  global  climate.  It  would  be  felt  with  a vengeance  the  next  year, 
1816. 

For  the  last  few  years  there  had  been  a cooling  trend  in  the  temper- 
atures (remember  Napoleon's  disastrous  winter  in  Russia),  but  now  the 
debris  in  the  stratosphere  caused  an  additional  screening  from  the 
sun's  rays  and  even  larger  drop  in  temperature. 

In  North  America  1816  became  known  as  "the  year  without  summer"  and 
the  bad  harvest  may  have  decided  many  New  Englanders  to  migrate  to  the 
beckoning  (Mid)west.  In  Europe,  however,  the  consequences  were  often 
more  severe.  France,  Germany  and  the  Netherlands  had  all  suffered 
seriously  from  the  chaotic  war  actions  of  the  Napoleonic  Wars  and  its 
not  always  benevolent  armies.  In  their  aftermath  there  was  widespread 
unemployment  and  banditry. 

On  this  fragile  economy  now  was  inflicted  a very  bad  harvest  caused  by 
one  of  the  coldest  summers  on  record.  The  temperature  in  the  Nether- 
lands, for  instance,  was  2°  C.  (3.6°  F.)  lower  than  normal.  All  over 
Western  Europe  prices  for  wheat  and  other  foodstuffs  skyrocketed.  The 
poor  and  near  poor  could  not  afford  to  buy  sufficient  food  and  the 
result  was  widespread  famine. 

The  city  of  Elberfeld,  now  part  of  Wuppertal,  was  at  the  time  an  in- 
dustrial city  with  nearly  22,000  inhabitants.  It  lay  on  the  Wupper, 
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a tributary  of  the  Rhine  in  the  Prussian  Rhine  Province.  On  of  the 
tasks  of  the  municipal  government  was  to  set  prices  for  baked  bread 
in  relation  to  the  market  price  for  bread  grain.  Bread  was  the  staple 
food  for  much  of  the  population.  The  care  for  the  poor  was  in  hands 
of  the  City  Council  and  was  quite  good  for  the  times. 

In  1816,  however,  the  market  prices  soared,  even  with  the  Prussian 
government's  cutback  on  the  use  of  grain  and  potatoes  for  making 
liquor.  So  life  became  very  difficult  not  only  for  the  very  poor  but 
also  for  the  laboring  classes.  In  February,  1816  a seven  pounds  loaf 
of  black  bread  (standard  size  of  cheap  bread)  cost  14%  stuber;  by 
November,  1816  it  cost  21%  stuber.  A workman  had  to  labor  as  long  as 
eight  hours  to  buy  one  loaf,  and  the  prices  were  still  going  up.  This 
situation  was  well  beyond  the  capability  of  the  usual  poor  care.  A 
group  of  prominent  citizens  of  Elberfeld  got  together  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Jakob  Aders  and  founded  on  July  13,  1816  and  "Association 
against  price  increases  for  wheat",  in  short  the  "Elberfelder  Korn- 
verein".  This  group  had  at  first  55,000  reichstaler  (at  60  stuber 
each),  and  later  as  much  as  125,000  reichstaler,  at  its  disposal.  Its 
goal  was  to  buy  large  quantities  of  grain  as  cheap  as  possible  and 
give  the  flour  to  the  bakers  in  the  city  who  could  then  sell  the  bread 
at  prices  below  market  to  the  city  populace.  The  Prussian  government 
cooperated  by  abolishing  or  lowering  of  various  duties,  taxes  and  tolls. 

Because  now  the  price  for  bread  was  substantially  lower  in  Elberfeld 
than  in  the  surrounding  areas,  greedy  city  bakers  saw  their  chance 
for  more  profit.  The  started  to  sell  the  bread  elsewhere  at  great 
profit,  much  to  the  detriment  of  the  citizens  of  Elberfeld.  When 
threats  failed  to  get  these  bakers  back  in  line,  the  Kornverein  changed 
tactics  in  a meeting  on  November  27,  1816. 

A list  of  all  inhabitants  of  the  city  was  made.  Their  bread  consumption 
was  estimated  at  three-quarters  of  a pound  per  person  per  day.  Then 
the  Kornverein  had  tokens  struck.  Each  week  84  trusted  citizens  would 
distribute  these  tokens.  The  bakers  could  only  sell  bread  cheaply 
against  receipt  of  these  tokens.  At  first,  handing  over  such  a piece 
would  entitle  the  buyer  to  get  a standard  seven  pound  loaf  for  21% 
stuber,  otherwise  it  would  cost  26%.  This  price  difference  of  5 stuber 
was  maintained  even  when  the  prices  were  still  getting  higher  and  was 
thus  essentially  the  value  of  the  token.  When  buying  grain  from  the 
Kornverein  the  baker  received  this  amount  as  rebate  for  each  token 
tendered. 

When  the  prices  came  down  the  next  year,  reaching  21  stuber  per  bread 
by  July  9,  1817,  the  Kornverein  wound  up  its  work.  There  were  still 
some  funds  in  its  coffers  that  were  later  used  for  the  building  of  a 
hospi tal . 


The  mint  in  Frankfurt  had  struck  40,000  tokens.  They  were  used  for  a 
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total  of  542,325  times.  26,710  pieces  were  later  redeemed,  so  the 
tokens  are  not  rare. 

The  tokens  are  made  of  copper,  having  a diameter  of  24.5-26mm.  The 
inscriptions  are  (translated): 

Obverse:  In  the  center  - GRAIN  ASSOCIATION  OF  ELBERFELD.  Around  - 

BUY  IN  TIME  1816. 

Reverse:  Center  - 1 / BREAD.  Around  - THEN  YOU  WILL  HAVE  WHEN  YOU 

ARE  IN  NEED  1817.

NUMISMATIC  GLEANINGS 

"It  has  been  demonstrated  that  the  ancient  metrical  system  of  India  is 
imbued  with  elements  borrowed  from  Persia  based  on  the  Achaemenid 
monetary  measure  of  a talent.  As  a result  agrarian  measurements,  mer- 
cantile weights,  measurement  of  roads  and  linear  measurements  are  all 
identical  to  those  introduced  into  Egypt  under  Persiam  domination. 

In  fact  the  word  karsa  meaning  a certain  weight  (whence  the  coin  karsa- 
pana,)  is  found  in  the  Iranian  lexicon  as  kavsa  and  has  the  same  mean- 
ing. The  money  of  the  Aramaic  colony  in  Egypt  in  the  6th  century  B.C. 
was  also  reckoned  in  Karsas.  At  any  rate  the  Persian  sigloi  circulated 
freely  in  the  Indian  satrapy.  Many  silver  sigloi  bear  countermarks 
similar  to  the  native  punch-marks  and  some  have  characters  which  have 
been  read  as  Brahmf  and  KharosthT  letters,  which  clearly  establishes 
that  the  sigloi  and  the  Indian  punch-marked  coins  were  in  circulation 
together.  Moreover  it  is  suggested  that  the  Indian  ones  were  origin- 
ally based  on  Achaemenid  coinage.  After  the  transference  of  Greek 
power  from  Bactria  to  the  Kabul  Valley  and  Punjab,  a Drocess  which  was 
gradually  accomplished  between  200-120  B.C.  the  Persian  standard  dis- 
placed the  Attic  in  India."

NO.  67  - THE  LATIN  EMPERORS  OF  CONSTANTINOPLE 

The  great  orgy  of  plunder,  the  pillage  of  shrines  and  reliquary,  and 
the  mass  destruction  of  priceless  works  of  ancient  art,  was  followed 
by  the  establishment  of  the  new  line  of  Latin  Emperors.  Yet  neither 
Baldwin,  Count  of  Flanders,  nor  his  successors,  who  reigned  until  1261, 
appear  to  have  assumed  the  Imperial  right  of  coinage.  It  has  been  sug- 
gested that  the  coins  that  were  current  under  the  Latin  Emperors,  1204- 
1261,  were  the  silver  coins  of  Venice  and  that  the  few  bronze  issues 
from  the  Venetian  controlled  mints  were  the  coins  with  no  Imperial  name. 

Baldwin  I (1204-1205) 

The  Count  of  Flanders,  Baldwin,  was  elected  as  the  first  Emperor  of 
the  new  Roman  Empire  by  the  conquerors  of  Constantinople.  Baldwin  was 
captured  by  the  Bulgarians  in  his  second  year  of  rule  and  he  was  put 
to  death. 

Henry  (1205-1216) 

Henry  of  Flanders  was  the  brother  of  Baldwin  and  he  succeeded  him  as 
Emperor.  Henry  married  Agnes,  the  daughter  of  Boniface  of  Montferrat, 
who  was  the  first  so  called  Emperor  of  Thessalonica.  Henry  died  in 
1216. 

Peter  of  Courtenay  (1216-1219) 

Peter  was  the  husband  of  Yalande,  the  daughter  of  the  Emperor  Henry, 
and  he  received  the  crown  through  her  right.  Peter  was  crowned  by 
the  Pope  in  Rome,  but  on  his  return  to  Constantinople  he  had  the  im- 
pudence to  pass  through  the  territory  of  the  Despot  of  Epirus.  There 
he  was  arrested  and  thrown  into  prison  where  he  died. 

Robert  of  Courtenay  (1219-1228) 

Peter  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Robert,  and  Robert  was  likewise  followed 
by  his  brother,  Baldwin.  Although  Robert  reigned  for  almost  a decade, 
the  rule  was  very  uneventful. 

Baldwin  II  (1228-1261) 


Baldwin  II  was  the  only  Latin  Emperor  who  had  any  real  length  to  his 
reign.  However,  he  was  little  more  than  Emperor  in  name.  Baldwin  was 
so  poor  that  he  had  to  strip  the  lead  from  his  palace  for  money  and  to 
burn  the  beams  of  his  outhouse  as  there  was  no  other  fuel.  His  son 
was  even  pawned  to  a Venetian  banking  house.  With  this  type  of  poverty, 
it  is  little  wonder  that  he  could  not  raise  an  army  for  defense  when  a 
company  of  eight  hundred  troops  of  the  Emperor  of  Nicaea  entered  the 
city  of  Byzantium  and  put  an  end  to  the  Latin  rule  in  1261.

EARLY  KORY0  - COINAGE 


(Author  unknown) 

Concomitant  with  increased  commercial  activity,  various  Koryb  monarchs 
attempted  to  encourage  the  development  of  coinage  to  replace  the  use 
of  cloth  and  grains  as  mediums  of  exchange.  The  earliest  record  of 
coins  minted  in  Korea  was  an  issue  made  of  iron  struck  in  995.  King 
Mokchong  continued  this  effort,  and  in  1002  he  ordered  all  wine  shops, 
tea  houses,  and  restaurants  to  use  coins.  In  the  late  eleventh  century, 
following  a visit  to  Sung,  China,  the  Buddhist  monk  Oich'on  urged  his 
elder  brother  King  Sukchong  (r.  1082-1096)  to  encourage  the  use  of 
coins.  A mint  was  established  in  1097,  and  a variety  of  coins  was  cast 
and  put  into  circulation.  In  1102  a smaller  coin,  the  Haedong  T'ongbo 
(Circulating  Treasure  of  Korea)  was  cast  in  15,000  strings  of  1,000 
coins  each  and  paid  out  to  officials  and  soldiers  to  stimulate  circu- 
lation. Private  wine  'Shops  and  restaurants  in  the  capital  were  encour- 
aged to  use  coins,  and  allotments  of  grain  were  given  to  the  major  ad- 
ministrative cities  to  establish  wine  shops  and  restaurants  with  the 
idea  that  their  existence  would  stimulate  the  use  of  coinage.  The  only 
coins  which  appear  to  have  had  a long  circulation  were  made  of  silver, 
first  cast  in  1102,  which  were  used  principally  by  the^elite  because 
of  their  great  value;  they  weighed  one  Korean  Pound  (Kun)  and  were 
worth  as  much  as  100  Korean  yards  of  homespun  or  30  Korean  bushels 
(Sok)  of  rice.  These  coins,  called  Unbyong  (si  1 ver-urn) , are  said  to 
have  been  cast  in  the  shape  of  the  peninsula.  Issues  of  the  silver-urn 
coins  were  also  struck  in  1331  and  1340.  Counterfeiting,  the  lack  of  a 
continued  policy  for  minting  coins,  and  other  factors  led  to  a general 
return  to  cloth  and  grains  as  basic  mediums  of  exchange.  Coins  of  the 
various  states  in  China  also  circulated  in  Korea.  Yuan  paper  notes 
circulated  in  KoryS  in  the  late  thirteenth  century,  and  in  the  late 
Koryo  period  paper  notes  were  issued  for  the  first  time  by  the  Korean 
authorities.

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BOOK  NEWS  81  REVIEWS 


MONEDAS  DE  COLOMBIA  1808-1886 ; LISTA  DE  PRECIOS.  1990  Edition.  By 
Dr.  Jorge  Emilio  Restrepo.  Medellin,  1990,  25  pages,  frontis  and  detailed  pricing 
information.

In  the  January  1990  NI  Bulletin  I had  the  pleasure  to  review  MONEDAS  DE  COLOM- 
BIA 1808-1886  (Desde  Fernando  VII  Hasta  Estados  Unidos  de  Colombia).  At  that  time 
my  closing  comment  about  the  book  was  as  follows: 

In  conclusion,  I think  it  fair  to  state  that  both  this  and  the  earlier  Restrepo  work 
rank  with  Barriga  Villalba's  now  classic  (and  virtually  unobtainable)  HISTORIA 
DE  LA  CASA  DE  MONEDA  . . . Restrepo's  works  give  immediate  access  to 
hard  factual  data  on  what  is,  in  reality,  known  to  exist,  to  include  those  items 
which  Dr.  Restrepo  reasonably  believes  actually  exist,  while  carefully  excluding 
those  items  which  while  previously  reported  appear  to  be  figments  of  someone's 
imagination  or  poor  typing  ability. 

After  using  the  book  for  over  a year  I must  state  that  if  I were  to  review  the  book  at  this 
time,  my  comments  would  be  even  more  favorable. 

The  collectors  and  dealers  with  whom  I have  had  the  opportunity  to  discuss  the  book  all 
seem  to  agree  with  my  comments  about  it.  However,  the  one  negative  comment  which 
I heard  repeatedly  was:  "Too  bad  no  pricing  data  is  included."  Dr.  Restrepo's  latest  work 
answers  this  singular  complaint  and  in  a very  admirable  manner.  This  slim  booklet 
complements  and  adds  to  the  primary  work  as  prices  for  virtually  every  emission  are 
given  in  five  grades  of  conservation. 

While  there  may  be  minor,  occasional  differences  of  opinion  between  my  idea  of  prices 
and  Restrepo's,  I have  to  realistically  evaluate  the  pricing  source.  While  some  consider 
me  to  have  some  degree  of  knowledge  in  reference  to  the  pricing  of  Colombian  coins,  I 
am  a rank  amateur  when  compared  with  Restrepo.  Restrepo  has  been  an  active  collector 
of  the  coins  of  HIS  country  for  over  20  years  and  is  constantly  in  contact  with  the 
leading  numismatists  of  that  country.  In  addition,  he  frequently  buys  Colombian  coins 
from  dealers  in  the  United  States  and  other  countries.  To  make  a long  story  short,  in  the 
few  cases  where  this  writer's  concepts  of  availability  in  the  North  American  market  do 
not  agree  with  Restrepo's  prices,  I think  I have  to  be  realistic  (and  modest)  enough  to 
believe  that  he  probably  knows  more  about  it  than  I do. 

A valuable  plus  for  this  book  is  that  it  can  easily  be  used  by  a non-Spanish  speaker  who 
does  not  own  a copy  of  the  original  work.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  all  items  are  listed, 
in  order,  by  date/denomination  with  the  grade  headings  in  English. 

This  is  probably  the  most  valuable  work  ever  for  those  interested  in  the  prices  of 
Colombian  coins  of  this  period.

This  booklet  lists  nearly  all  modem  tokens  of  the  Turkish  Republic  and  also  some  of  its 
billets.  The  text  is  in  Turkish,  but  there  is  also  a small  resume  in  English. 

As  the  booklet  is  in  catalogue  format,  it  is  easy  to  understand.  It  begins  with  the  tokens 
of  the  Istanbul  underground  from  Galata  to  Beyoglu,  followed  by  ferry  boat  tokens,  and 
then  bus  tokens.  After  that  there  is  a chapter  on  telephone  tokens.  The  last  and  main  part 
of  the  booklet  deals  with  the  various  tokens  of  the  cooperatives,  bread  chips,  coffee  and 
tea  chips,  and  other  miscellaneous  tokens. 

Every  token  is  listed  with  a description  of  the  issuing  company,  followed  by  an  excellent 
drawing  of  the  token— if  there  is  more  than  one  denomination,  every  denomination  is 
illustrated-and  all  details  as  to  denomination,  diameter,  metal,  weight,  and  rarity. 

This  catalogue  will  become  a standard  work  for  Turkish  tokens  and  is  a must  for  anyone 
interested  in  collecting  tokens.

The  eighth  edition  of  this  highly  successful  Turkish  annual,  whose  title  in  English  means 
Money-91,  has  been  completely  revised  in  the  sections  where  valuations  are  given.  It  is 
of  course,  understandable  that  such  revisions  in  price-which  appear  to  represent  a 50 
percent  increase  over  last  year's  prices-are  largely  due  to  the  inflation  of  the  currency. 
However,  even  allowing  for  this  factor,  the  increases  in  value  are  approximately  20 
percent.  These  "real  world"  increases  are  caused  by  the  very  great  demand  of  collectors 
in  Turkey  for  the  coins,  banknotes,  and  tokens  issued  since  the  reign  of  Sultan  Abdulme- 
cid  (1839-1861)  up  to  the  present-day  Republican  issues.  Evidence  of  this  is  seen  in  the 
well-attended  European  auctions  where  Turkish  bidders  are  often  most  successful. 

Collectors  and  dealers  who  are  interested  in  the  Turkish  (both  Ottoman  and  Republican) 
series  of  coins  and  banknotes  will  find  this  up-to-date  issue  of  Para  a fine  reference  work, 
with  a vast  amount  of  facts  about  the  items  listed.  The  rarities  are  plainly  marked,  and  in 
the  banknote  section  the  prefix  numbers  and  letters  of  Mehmed  Resad  issues  are  given 
(although  the  rare  prefixes  which  could  be  priced  differently  are  not  shown).  Commemo- 
rative coins  and  medals  issued  in  1990  are  included,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  see  that  the 
medal  struck  in  memory  of  Cuneyt  Olcer,  President  of  the  Turkish  Numismatic  Society, 
who  died  last  year,  is  illustrated  on  the  cover  of  the  annual. 

The  valuations  are  given  in  Turkish  lira,  which  collectors  will  note  is  around  2758  to  the 
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U.S.  dollar  (as  against  2289  lira  to  the  U.S.  dollar  when  PARA-90  was  printed). 

This  important  reference  work  is  well-printed  and  accurate  due  to  the  author's  meticulous 
care  and  attention  to  detail.

This  book  catalogues  legal  tender  coinage  used  in  Canada  from  the  issues  of  the  French 
Colonial  regime  in  the  1600's  through  the  1991  coinage.  Specimen  coins,  collector  coins, 
collector  sets,  bullion  coins,  patterns,  trial  pieces,  official  fabrications,  and  test  tokens  are 
also  catalogued. 

The  book  contains  1 250  photographs  and  8000  price  listing  in  up  to  eight  different  grades 
from  "Good"  to  "Mint  State  65."  All  prices  have  been  completely  reviewed  and  revised, 
reflecting  the  current  market.  According  to  the  publisher,  "Basically  across  the  board 
pieces  have  been  trending  down." 

A new  SP-63  column  has  been  added  to  the  section  on  specimen  coins  as  well  as  several 
previously  unknown  listings.  A 26  page  introductory  section,  including  a 21  page 
illustrated  grading  section,  and  a section  on  the  manufacture  of  Canadian  coins,  begins 
the  catalogue. 

Tables  on  the  gold  content  of  Canadian  coins,  the  silver  content  of  Canadian  coins,  and 
the  bullion  value  of  silver  Canadian  coins,  and  a three  page  glossary  of  numismatic  terms 
conclude  the  volume.
